BOSTON. Mass., September 14.The

argument the early part of the game, but
luck went against them the latter part
of the contest.

Directors Beach Decision.

RICHMOND, Va.. September 14.-Presidentsof the Danville, Portsmouth and
Richmond base ball clubs, sitting as the
executive board of the Virginia State
League, yesterday, in a contest "appeal
from the Norfolk and Roanoke teams as

to which team won the pennant, unanimouslyvoted to sustain the decision of
the president of the league, on motion
of the Oanvilie representative, W. W.
Clarke, and to give the pennant to Roanoke.
Lynchburg was not represented, its representative'being unavoidably detained.

Roanoke and Norfolk, being in controversy,did not take part in the session.
The decision was reached after a stormy

meeting of the magnates lasting more
than three hours. Every phase of the
situation was discussed. President Wells
presided at the meeting. His decisions
were sustained in every particular. There
were six games to be considered, and in
five of the six the protests were thrown
out and declared unsustained.
The vital question was the decision of

the game played in Norfolk Saturday.
This involved a transfer of a postponed
game between Norfolk and Portsmouth.
The ruling was that the transfer of a

postponed game from one city to another
is in violation of the constitution of the
league. The constitution provides that
no game shall be played on any field other
than that on which it would have been
played under the regular schedule.
The first game in aoiioik oaturaay was

the regular game according to sclfedule
and was played with an agreement of
two-thirds of the directors making it a

properly scheduled and transferred game.
In this game the Roanoke protest was
not sustained.
